CLAIM that the occupation 
of Hankow and Wuchang, 
two of the Wuhan cities, has 


been completed. 

No attempt has yet been made 
to occupy Hanyang, which. is 
divided from the other Wuhan 
cities by the Yangtse and Han 
Rivers, 

Fires are’ still raging in, the 
three cities. 

The famous Government steel 
works and arsenal at 1Tonyang appear 
to have been gutted. Terrific explo- 
sions wrecked the arsenal and the 
surrounding area in Hanyang. 

Fires are still burning In Wuchang, 
but in Hankow they now appear to 
be completely under control. 

The Japanese Concession in Han- 
kow has been completely wrecked. 

About twenty Japaneso warships 
are now anchored off the Hankow 

Bund and further ships sre expect 

ed to arrive to-day.

AIMS 


An American newspaper re- 
cently quoted a foreign wag in 
Tokyo who, on being asked by 
an anxious whether 
Japan's “real intentions were 
properly understood — abroad, 
replied quite gravely; “I’m 
afraid they. are.” However, not 
all the public utterances by 
Japanese Jeaders in the past 
have conduced to clarity, and it 
is unlikely that Japnn’s promise 
to tell the world later this week 
just what she has in mind will 
be any more enlightening, 

To be sure, Jupan has clearly 
let it be understood that the 
primary requisite to peace 
negotiations ig the dropping of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 
The great leader of the Chinese 
peoples, who before the war 
welded them into a united nation 
and since August last year has 
led them against one of the 
most powerful: military and 
aerial machines in the world, 
must go: Chiang Kai-shek, to 
whom all the Japanese leaders 
now pay the compliment of un- 
compromising hatred, must he 
Then those in- 
dividuals and groups in the 
Kuomintang which are willing 
to admit defeat may discuss 
with the leaders of the existing 
pro-Japanese regimes, and other 
puppets which will be set up in 
Hankow -and Canton, conditions 
for a settlement which will 
leave China a little more in- 
dependence than Manchukuo, 
perhaps, but which will establish 
Japan's domination of east Asia 
on a firm and unshakable basis. 
Can this hope of Japan’s be 
realised? Only, we are con- 
vinced, if a certain section of 
the Chinese people of whom wa 
have become Increasingly cog- 
nisant since the fall of Canton 
can have their way, 

There is no gninsaying the 
fact that in China to-day is a 
small minority which would like 
to see an increase in the 
Japophile clement at the na- 
tion’s helm.” The mere fact that 
Japan's major demand before 
peace can be discussed is the 
removal of one man should con- 
vince these peoplo that | that 
man ig the very'one who should 
not be removed, if China is to 
preserve her territorial integrity 
and economical independence In 
the future.

Fighter squa- 
drons will be stationed in these 
areas, for the fighter plane is 
still the chief wenpon of defence 
against raiding bombers, In 
support of the fighter plane there 
are 

The suceess of our defences 
will depend upon the successful 
co-ordination between these 
units. To accomplish this they 
will be put under the command 
of one man, That man will be 
an Air Force officer: The A.A. 
guns, although manned by the 
Army, wil be under the direc- 
tions in war time of the Air 
Force. 

The success of our wenrpons of 
defence against air attack de- 
pends upon one essential service, 
an efficient syatem of intellig- 
ence, Early warning of .the 
approach of enemy bombers 
must be obtained. , , 

If early warning is received it 
gives time for our fighter planes 
to intercept enemy bombers and 
engage them before they reach 
their objectives. A squadron of 
fighter planes can be in the air 
within five minutes of receiving 
warning, 

PAcToRY workers can 

be evacuated to air 

raid shelters within two minutes 
of a warning, that is, of course, 
if sir raid shelters are placed 
near to factories likely to be 
bombed. Barcelona proved this. 

There are many systems in 
use for giving warning of the 
approach* of enemy bombers. 
The firat is with ordinary sound 
locators, These instruments will 
give warning when planes are 
approaching a town. They will 
give warning in time for local 
A.R.P. to be set in action and to 
enable local A.A. guns to clear 
for action. . 

But, of course, this system is 
no use for advising fighter squa- 
drons of raiding planes, for by 
the time the locator has heard 
the hostile engines it is already 
too late to intercept them. 


ie is therefore essential 
that raiding bombers

The welfare work done by the Emergency Relief 


Committee at the Kam Tin 


refugee camp was outlined 


by Rev. T. Ryan, 5.J., Camps Administrator, in a broad- 


Ho said: 


which the people of

The Kam Tin aerodrome {x 30 
miles from Kowlvon, a few miles be- 
yond) Un Long, It is a huge ex- 
punse of level ground admirably 
sulted for the present emergency. 
As sven as it became evident that 
there Was dolng to be un influx of re- 
fugees, Jarge substantia! muatsheds 
were erected, and in’ a very short 
time there was udequate —accom- 
modation for all who came, The 
greatest number was something close 
to 3,000. 


The direction of the camp was 
under the Medical Service and ever; 
need was met most efficiently. - 
number of members of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade were fn atten- 
dance and have done ycoman service 
in a hundred ways ever since. Other 
voluntary .workers presented them- 
selves in the carly hours when there 
was so much to be done, the most 
nolble of these being a group of 
schoolboys from the Chung Hua Mid- 
dle School, under their headmaster, 


,Who worked untiringly for over a 


week. Thelr place has since been 
tuken: by boy scouts. The tasl of 
the Emergency Relief Council was 
to organise a regular welfare service 
in the camp, and for this purpose a 
permanent supervisor was nppoint- 
ed to live in the cump, and as hip 
assistants he waa given the service 
of several voluntary workers, most 
of them supplied by the Y.W.C.A. 


Dazed on Arrival 


‘When the refugees arrived at the 
camp they were dazed and terrified. 
Most of them had fled when bombs 
began ty drop on thelr villoges, a3 the 
heralds of oncoming troops, and they 
were unable to itive any coherent 
account of what’ had happened in 
the previous dnys. Many were al- 
most distraught, for they. had got 
separated from their friends and 
relatives and did not know what had 
become of their homes or their loved 
ones, The most that could be offer- 
ed them was the shelter of the camp, 
and there they grew more calm, 
From day ‘to day there was a visible 
change, they became more settled und 
eastly felt in with the regular life of 
the eamp, though all the time they 
looked forward to returning as soon 
as possible and gathering’ the rice 
harvest which was just ready for cut- 
ting, Most of them brought very 
few belongings with them, only the 
few things that they, could hastily 
snatch. up, and among the = things 
that they brought were many ducks 
and hens. A few days later when 
one of the refugees received some 
kindness from one of tho Indy help- 
ers she turned up at the welfare 
workers’ hut a few minutes later 
with a hen which she deposited on 
the floor as a thank offering. It Is 
still the mascot of the “hut. 


Generous Gifts 


The shortage of clothing, especially 
In the first nights which were very 
chilly, was the greatest hardship 


- after their arrival, and that is why 


we asked for blnnkets and clothes. 
These came In. abundance, and since 
then no one suffers from cold, Other 
things that we asked for, such as 
milk, came In gencrous quantitics 
also, and many people showed won- 
derful thoughtfulness and Ingenuity 
fn thelr gifts, I do not Like to single 
out any particular donors where 
there were 50 many, but I hope that 
the names of all the individuals and 
organisations that contributed to the 
comfort ‘of the refugees will appear 
In the Hsts that are delng published 
regularly in the papers. The gene 
erosity of the sympathisers with the 
refugees really overwhelmed — us. 
Onc group sent several * hundred 
bundles of towels, another brought 
excellent mats to sleep on, another 
offered to supply the meals to all the 
workers in the camp, another brought 
n supply of bean curd, “and so on. 
There was a kindliness and sym- 
pathy running . through all . these 


efforts to help that made the gifts 
of dor more value (han mere intrinsic 
worth, 


Inm ofrntd that some people were 
disappointed, and a few angry, when 
they were not allowed to visit the 
camp, and some were very indignant 
when ‘consignments ‘of perishable 
at Kam 
Tin. 1 should like to offer a word 
of explanation about this. In the 
early stages of organising n camp of 
several thousand people there {s no 
room for any consideration but the 
welfare of the inmates. im 
Tin hundreda were going and com~ 
ing daily, A great mony needed 
personal care, ‘a grent many. needed 
reassurance that they were not go- 
ing to bo arrested or interred, and 
a‘great many needed medical assist- 
ance. All needed dircctlon as . to 
where they should tako. up, thelr 


Y perishable food was 


quarters and where they should store 
thelr goods, and .all needed instruce 
tlon as to the hours of meals and the 
general arrangements of the camp, 
All these detafls, small {n themselves, 
when ndded to the regular dutles of 
the camp, occupied fully the thme of 
the welfare workers, and that Js why 
it was found necessary to ask visi- 
tors to refrain from going 10 the 
camp. If visitors go they nuturally 
want to ask questions and to get 
explanations, ond there was rently 
no time for tiat—the refugces need- 
ed all the time and attention, and 
most of the voluntary workers dd 
double an esght hours’ day. 
Too Much Bread 


It seemed to some people Nitle 
short of criminal thot food, such ns 
brend, should have been declined at 
the camp. That had to be done in 
un few cases, because the supply 
mready in stuck was more than 
could be used. We tried to give the 
fullest publicity to the fact that no 
required, and 
when we had a surplus 'we turned 
ft over to other centres of food dis- 
tribution in the city. 


1 think Fo can honestly say that on 
the part of all concerned with =the 
cump nothing but the interest of the 
distreased people was considered, nnd 
no sacrifice on their part was thought 
too great. That this was appreciat- 
ed by the refugees themselves was 
Indicated by the fnet that from among 
them volunteers came forward to 
offer thelr services even before they 
were asked, It is our hope ullim- 
ately to have most of the Worl in 
the camp done by the refugees them- 
sels, and we bave much more hope 
of succeeding in this alm when the 
initiative .aas been taken by them. 


A few people have spoken sarcis- 
tlenlly of thls work for the refugecs 
und of those engaged in it, saying 
that there were needy people also in 
the Colony and that it was strange 
that nothing of this kind was ever 
done for them. Without entering 
Into any comparison of the respec- 
{lve urgency of each form of  dis- 
tress, let me point out that, even 
from the point of view of the poor 
of Hongkong, this care of the re- 
fugees Was preventive work of the 
highest value. If several thousand 
ndditional needy people had been 
ullowed to look after themselves as 
best us they could, it is not only they 
but also our own poor who would 
have suffered. . 


Poor WI Benefit 


In the end, too, I think that our 
local poor will benefit by this work 
for the refugees. How long the 
refugce problem will last, no one can 
tell, but It Is not yet ever. It will 
certainly continue for many months 
and fam sure that the sume gen- 
crosity which you have shown up to 
this will continue as long as the 
claims of suffering humanity demand 
iM 


1 should like you to realise that 
the appeals which we are making 
for the refugees are hot merely for 
those In Kam Tin camp, but for all 
those who will be given refuge In 
the camps which the Government is 
preparing, The welfare work In all 
these camps Is being entrusted to the 
Emergency Refugee Council, and we 
shall want everything that you can 
give to make the lives of these des- 
titute people happicr and = more 
usefully spent while they are with 
us, 


1 feel sure too that the sympathy 
which you have shown to the poor 
refugees who came amongst us will 
not be denied to the poor who be- 
long to us. J believe that from this 
generous effort of charity there wil 
come a permanent effort which will 
henceforth make casier the lot of the 
poor In our midst, All, I thinl {cel 
that the social services of the Colony 
are not proportionnte cither to our 
wealth or our poverty. It [ks the 
value of volunteer social services 
that they pave the way for public 
services, and I believe that this 
splendid effort of social service crent- 
ed by the help, and with the fullest 


support, of the people of Hongkong 


will lead ultimately to greater care 
of the poor and the distressed in the 
Colony. 

Lastly, I think that this opportunity 
of helping our brothers from ocross 
the fronticr will unite Hongkong and 
China In bonds of sympathy closer 
thon ever existed before, Suffering 
breaks down many. barriers, and con- 
tact In suffering is the source of 
many friendships. We have been 
united In sympathy during the past 
week as perhaps never before, I do 
not think that the bond which this 
sympathy hos forged will easily be 
broken. . :

Three solicitors and a fairly large 
number of spectators were present in 
Mr, E. Himsworth’s Court ot the 
Kowloon Magistracy yesterday, for 
nn assnult case against three tent~ 
menders of the Royal Army Or- 
dnance Corps, named Li Slu-sing, 21, 
Li Sze-sing, 27, and Wan Fook, 28, 


The defendunts were nlleged to 
have occasioned bodily harm to two 
men,, Lo: Yau and Tsim = Talk, by 
assaulting them in Reclamation Street 
on the evening of June 15, Li Sze- 
sing and Wan Fook were also accused 
of having assaulted Lo You in Tam 
Kung Road, Kowloon, on July 20. 


The first two defendants, Li Sul- 
sing, and Li Sze-sing, were represent- 
ed by Mr, C, A, Sutherton Russ and 
Wan Fook was represented by Mr, 
E. S.C. Brooks, : 

Mr. M. A. do Silva prosecuted on 
behalf of the complainant Lo Yau. 

When proceedings opened, Mr. da 
Silva mentioned to Mr. Himsworth 
that there was o possibility of the 
matter being settled If an adjournc- 
ment of a few Minutes could be made, 

The adjournement waa granted, 
und the solicitora conferred with 
their respective clients. 

When the court resumed, Mr, da 
Silva sald it had been agreed that the 
ca wos not to proceed further, He 
pointed out that It was not a ques- 
tion of the complainant admitting 
that he had no cnse or a weak case 
against the defendants, or that the 

ndants in any way admitted the 
charges against them, but that it was 
purely u question of outside pressure 
having been brought on the partics, 
or upon the complanant, for the 
matter be settled, 


Baals of Agreement 


“We have ‘now come,” continued 
Mr. da Silva, “to this basis ‘of a 
settlement—If my client will apply 
for a withdrawal uf these charges, 
the defendants, through thelr solici- 
tors, Will undertake or state that in 
future they will keep away from the 
compiiinant and that there will be 
no further trouble,” 
~ Mr, Russ sald: ‘My clients com- 
pletely deny that they had assaulted 
or attacked the complainant, and if 
he likes to withdraw this case, Tam 
quite preparcd to. state that they 
won't assault or attacks him in the 
future.” 

Mr, Brooks: , “I agree with what 
Mr. Russ has said.” 

Folowing these statements, Mr. 
Himsworth xemarked that os there 
was reasonable assurance that no 
breach of the peace would occur In 
the future, there was no reason why 
permission should not be granted 
for the withdrawal of the charges. 

The charges were then withdrawn. 

Lo Yau, n foreman in the R.A.O.C,, 
stated jn evidence at a previous hear- 
ing thut the third defendant's uncle 
had been discharged from the depot 
in Hunghom and that he had been 
blamed for it. As he and Tsim Tak 
and another man were watking in 
Reclamation Street on the evening of 
June 15, the defendants and 9 num- 
ber of other men sect upon them.

JAPANBSE ENTER 
OLD CONCESSIONB 


Hankow Oct, 27. 

Lost evening Japanese patrols had 
already entered the former British 
Concession, but they stated that they 
were anxfous to sce where they were 
allowed In order to inform the main 
body of troops which were arriving 
very shortly. 

Japanese forces in the former 
German Concession entered Japancse 
buildings and some of the Chinese 
houses, but foreign property has so 
far remained untouched, and | the 
Japanese have placed notices on 
several of the foreign buildings 
intimating their desire to respect 
ownership. 

There have been no Incidents, and 
the Japanese scem anxious to co- 
operate with the foreign nuthorities. 

Admiral R. V. Holt, Senior Naval 
Office of the Yangtse Patrol, has sent 
a message to the London Foreign 
Office, the Admiralty, and also to the 
British Ambassador, Slr Archilbald 
Kerr Clark Kerr and Sir Robert 
Cralgic, stating that the Japanese 
were not informed regarding the 
safety zones, baving arrived with the 
vendarmie rendy to take over the 
concession. They expected to find 
forelgn naval officinis in the former 
British Concession, but were surpris- 
ed ta And them elsewhere. 

The Admiral explntned — that 
Japanese patrols had taken over the 
former German Concession, ond 
therefore he had withdrawn the 
British and Italian naval forces from 
there, while the former Russtan 
Concession, manned by United States 
naval forces, had also been taken 
over by the Japanese, the American 
sailors retiring to thelr billets at the 
Navy Y.M.C.A, 5 

Regarding the former British Con- 
cession, Admirat Holt sald that he 
was constantly in touch with the 
Japanese,’ who are‘ultimately taking 
over and policing the area, The 
matter is at present under discussion, 

Meanwhile unarmed patrols of 
Britlsh navol and clvil volunteers 
continue to work in the Concession. 

Another message from Hankow 
states that just outside the former 
British Concession are the Chinese 
Customs, which have been entered 
by the Japanese and taken over to 
be used us billets, despite very strong 
protests by the British Commission 
of Customs, Mr. Ensor, 

The Telegraph and Telephone 
bulldings are also utilised as billets,

Efficient umpiring will do much to raiso the whole standard 


of hockey in Hongkong by training players to observe tho rules 
of the game. Efficiency docs not, however, depend on penalising 
every breach. Tho umpire must keep two paramoynt considera- . 
tions in mind, namely: 


CAUTION SUFFICIENT 

On the other hand, it is essential 
to check the persistent offender be- 
couse he Is 0 potential source of 
danger. In such cases it word of 
caution to the offender should be as 
effective ns a penalty. 

When no advantage results to the 
offender, It Is unnecessory . for an 
umpire to penniise such minor 
breaches of the rules as slight hand- 
ball, necldental rebound or knock-on. 

The nwardable penalties, being 
limited to a free hit, roll-in, penalty 
corner or pennity bully, have greater 
significance if umpires restrict thelr 
use 0s much as posalble to the more 
serious breaches of the rules, such 
ng obstruction, off-side,-ctc, An 


(i) He must obtain and retatn 
complete control of the game; 

(2) Me must never allow an ad- 
vantage to be gained by a breach of 
the rules, but the whistle should oe 
used us sparingly a3 possible. : 

It is necessary to make the fullest 
possible use of the “advantage” Rule 
ao “d"), In certain circumstances, 
the decision must. be delayed tonp 
enough to give this rule time to 
operate.

NAME which will long be ro-, 


membered in this Colony {a that 
of the Rev. Thomas William Pearce, 
LL. D., 0.B.E., eminent missicnary, 
scholar, and gentleman of wide 
culture. In fact, few men have 
been more gifted with all the re- 
quisites which lead to 1 successful 
career In the Far East: for in add!- 
tion to belng a profound student, he 
was endowed with a buoyant per- 
sonality, which together with his 
never-faillng .scnse of humour and 
hls hearty laugh, endeared him to all 
who knew him. Hia werk In behalf 
of Christ and His Church contributed 
greatly in furthering the couse of 
mutual understandlng between China 
nnd the West, and won him the 
heart-felt esteem of vast numbers of 
people. ‘ 


RELIGIOUS ATMOSPHERE 


The Rev. Thomas Willlam Pearce 
was born at Lemsford, Herts, Eng- 
land, on . December 20, .1084. His 
father and mother were devout 
members of the Congregational 
Church, and he was carefully 
brought up in a religlous atmos- 
phere, As in other English homes 
of that day, the Church formed per- 
haps a closer bond with the family 
cirele than it docs nowadays, and 
young Pearce wos early encouraged 
to devote his Ufe to the service of 

- the missionary cause. Perhaps the 
oft-quoted verse! “Go ye Into alt the 
world and preach the gospel to every 
creature’ was instrumental Jn de- 
termining his decision as it has been 
In the case of hundreds of other un- 
aelish souls who have gone to the 
ends of the earth in order to carry 
the teachings of Him who died on 
the Cross. The remoteness, too, of 
fur-away ,Innds, especially China 
fasvinated him, and the tales of the 
herole work of those great ploncers 
of the London Missionary Soclety— 
Robert Morrison and Dr, Hobson— 
fired the youth ‘o emulate their 
splendid zeal, 

Even while In grammar’ school at 
Enfield, he was distingulshed among 
hls fellows by his serious determina- 
tlon to follow in the footsteps of the 
great leaders of the Church Militant, 
and shortly after finishing his 
elementary studies, he entered New 
College, London for the purpose of 
studying theology with the Intenffon 
of sailing to the Far East in order 
to commence his career as 4 mission= 
ary. He was ordained a minister of 
the goapel on September 7, 1879, and 
less than a fortnight later embarked 
for South China as n representative 
of the London Missionary Soclety at 
Canton. The Canton mission had 
been established for seventy-two 
years, and during this time some 
eleven missionaries had been in 
charge. Growth, of course, was 
very slow, ns it was not casy to in- 
troduce a foreign religion among 
people so conservative as the Chinese 
of that day, The total number of 
native converts amounted to 163, 
and, while the majority of these were 
members of the two organised chur- 
ches in Canton, many attended the 
ah chapels sbenttered throughout the 
district, 


PIONEER WORK 


The task of a resident misslonary 
was by no means a sinccure is some 
may Imagine; for besides neting as 
gyort of general overseer for the mls- 
gionary Work In the elty, he was ex- 
pected’ to procted regularly to the 
four out-statlons in the country dis- 
tricts around Canton and engage in 
evangelleal work. In addition to 
this daily round, which meant mect~ 
ings, coriferences and ‘trips over 
utrocious roads In all sorts of weather, 
with the Sabbath spent in a round of 
services, tie misslonary recruit was 
expected. to spend some hours daily 
six diays'a weel in‘ language study. 

,. Of, course, nowadays, the grind is 
not so excessive; but 
_ tury, ploncering activities were the 
order of the doy; for the Christian 
inisslong were then by no means se 
trmly established as now. The 
success{ul .missionary had to be u 
veritable giant in intellect, and a

Dr, Pearce, however, was a matt 
who was thoroughly fitted not only 
by hia excellent health, but also by 

~ his (emperament to be an ideal mis- 

is slonary. Upon his arrival at Canton 
in November 1879, he undertook 
work which would have compelled 
many to return Home within a year 
with n complete nervous breakdown, 
He seemed to’ become acelimatised 
more or less completely in an ex- 
ceedingly short period, and plunged 
immediately into the’ usual language 
studics of the misslonary  recrult. 
So ably, however, did. he accredit 
himself with the diMfcultics of mas- 
tering Cantonese that upon the com- 
pletion of his two year’s course, Te 
was placed in charge of the evange~ 
Hstle worl’ in the country districts 
around Canton. . 


| INDEFATIGABLE ZEAL . 


The ardour with which he pursued 
hls favourite-Chinese atudles was 
notoworthy, and to give an Ilustra- 
tlon of his impetuous zea), those who 
Knew him well during lus student 
days state that he was in the babit 
of “swotling” aot his languzgé studies 
at an hour when moat people were 
fast asleep—beginning his lessons nt 
3 o'clock in the morning ond con- 
tinulng at them until six. As-soon 
as hia Chinese teacher had departed, 
he would take exercise and after 
partaking of his breakfast waa rend, 
to begin the ordinary mission work 
of the day. In fact, Dr. Pearce had 
learned to get along with six hours 
sleep, and was thus enabled to de- 
vote approximately fifteen hours 


daily to his various tasks, He was],

He wan especially interested In the 
jurgon or secret slang of the spoken 
Innguate, composed of those exprcs- 
sions which from thelr idiomatic 
structure present almost unsur- 
inountable diMculties to the tyro, by 
reason of the {act that, their meaning 
and application do not fic on the sur- 
face. Dr, Pearce, was in fact u 

ioneer in this hitherto untsnown 
field of sinotoglcal lore, and his in- 
vestigations in collaboration with 
another earnest student of the Jan- 
guage, Sir J, H. Stewart Lockhart, 
form.the basis of n further study, on 
lines of those now being published 
in the South China Morning Post un- 
der the genernl title of “Chinese 
Wisceracks." « 

Although a profound student and 
tireless worker, Dr, Pearce was also 
no keen athicte, and was extremely 
fond of cricket and tennis, ond In his 
leisure he was vlmost as much of an 
enthuslast In these lines as he was 
In studies at hin desk, He was, 
moreover, an excellent raconteur of 
witty stories, and no man was ever 
readier to join In a hearty laugh at 
some well fold anccdote. It was 
perhaps this ability to sce life In a 
humorous veln) which made his

career in China such a tremendous 
success; for his exuberance of spirits 
enabled him to fit in with case in on 
environment which hus -singularly 
enough proved unfortunate to mony 
pn ardent missionary espirant, who 
alter a bricf sojourn in the seml- 
tropical climate of South China, has 
been compelled to return Home in 
broken health, 


-- MARRIED IN HONGKONG 


Dr. Peurce, however, continued In 
his Jubours at Canton” for cleven 
years and there “luld the foundation 
of Chinese scholarship which later 
won him such marked recognition". 
He wns, furthermore, during the 
greater part of this timc, the sole re- 
presentative of the London Mission- 
ary Society “in that section of the 
Province. He was fortunate too, in 
having for a helpmate, a wife who 
wus ojso u missionary, and who ably 
shared fn his manifold tasks.. This 
gifted lady whom he married on May 
24, 1882, at the Union Church = of 
Hongkong was Miss Mary: Horrison 
Gittins. She died here In 1909.° She 
was survived by two children, Mr. 
T. E. Pearce, the well-known busi- 
ness-man nnd cricketer of ‘this 
Colony, and Mrs. Griffin of Exmouth, 
England, 

In 1891, he went Home on a well- 
earned furlough, and, during his 


ubrenco, the Rev. H. R, Wells was In 
temporary charge of the work at 
Canton and its viclnity. Upon Dr, 
Penrce’s return to the Far Enst In 
1893, he was transferred to Hong- 
kong, and for nearly J7  ycars—Iin 
Inet untll hig Anal retirement in 1030 
he was Intimately nssocinted with 
the cnuse of Christian service in this 
Colony. Those who knew him need 
not be reminded of the great work 
he rendered to the community and 
his ceasciess efforts to bring enligh- 
tenment to tho maases of the Chinese 
people, In 1900, Dr. Penrce went to 
New York in order to attend the 
Ecumenient Conference, end as n re- 
sult of his excellent work there; he 
was appolnted to be a member of u 
committee of missionary scholars 
charged w:th the {mportant task of 
preparing a revised version of the 
Wen-li edition of the Chinese trans- 
lntlon of the Blbie. This arduous 
tusk upon its completion helped the 
Chinese people to a better under- 
standing of the doctrines of Chris- 
tinnity. 


In uddition to his pastoral work at 
the various Chinese. churches in the 
Colony,.and his cfforts nt training 
Chinese Inds for the ministry, Dr. 
Pearee also served for more than 
thirty years as Chaplain to the Chi- 
nese prisoners in the Victorla Gaol. 

Like: his eminent predecessor, Dr. 
James Legge, he was primarily In- 
terested in tearing down the barriers 
which had for gencrations precluded 
mutual understanding between 
Oriental and Occldental peoples. To 
this end, he became Director of 
Chinese Studics Jn the Chamber of 
Commerce Language School which 
-from 19)0 onwards has been a con- 
tributory factor in furthering toler- 
ance .and closer relationship among 
the complex racial communities. of 
this Colony, He was !lkewise on o 
number of occasions Director of 
Education, und he atong with Dr. 
Ts'o and Mr. Ralphs, have the dis- 
tinction of being the original mem- 
bers of the Board of Education when 
it was formed in 1920. 


ONE IDEAL 


The magnanimity of Dr, Pearce Is 
amply illustrated by the fact that 
from’ 1920, he ceased to receive his 
salary from the mission, in order that 
the money might be employed In 
securing an additional misslonary 
for the fleld. In fact, his whole life 
was devoted to one Ideal and that 
was service for his fellow-man. 
For yeurs he was on the Court: of 
the University and was a member of 
the Board of Examiners. He also 
assisted in the Chinese language and 
literature department of the Univer- 
sity’s work. In appreciation of his 
self-sncrificing services in its behalf, 
the University of Hungkong in Janu- 
ary 1917 bestowed upon the degree 
of LL. D. From May 1918 until his 
retirement Dr. Pearce undertook the 
wardenship of the Morrison Hall 
Hostel for University students. 
Many are the past students of the 
University who remember with gra~- 
titude his devoted service to thelr in- 
dividual welfare; for Dr. Pearce was 
pre-eminently o builder of charac- 
ter.

continued os ardently os ever his 
studies in Chinese literature, 

The news of his passing at his 
home nt Exmouth, Devonshire, on 
the ninth: of this month at the ad- 
vaneed age of 84 years was recelved 
with particular regret; for hls period 
of service in the Colony touched the 
life of the community at every point. 
“From the Cricket Pavillon to the 
Council Chamber, he was known, 
and wherever he was.known he was 
respected und beloved.” Indeed, of 
Dr. Pearce it can-well be sald, he 
was always the servant of the com- 
munity, and one who constantly had 
the welfare of his fellow-men os the 
first object of his life.

Japan Will 
Not Recognise 


Neutral Rights) 


Shanghal, Oct.:27. 
A atatement of far—reaching 
consequences regarding the 
foreign property in China was 
made here yesterday by the 


Japanese spokesman. 

Although the Hankow safety zone 
hus been guaranteed that docs not 
signify, he said, that thls guarantee 
would be extended to the. recogni- 
tlon by Japan of on inviolabillty, es 
long aos the hostilities continue, of 
property owned by a third Powers 
in the territory occupied by the 
Jupanese forces. - 

Japan, .he.sald, would . clalm the 
right fot. it; military forces to enter 
the safety zone and would decline 
formally to recognise the right of un 
International safety zone commission 
to administer ‘the zone, or accord 
immunity to the Chinese polleemen 
employed in the zone. 

Questioned regarding .tho fuller 
implications of Japan's refusal re- 
cogniso the {Inviolability of third 
Power property, tho Japancso spokes- 
man safd that {t applicd to the en- 
tlre sphere of the Sino-Japanese con- 
Qict.. Ho was unable, he added, . to 
make any preciso statement regard- 
ing the possible exceptions, although 
he admitted that in tho past Japan 
had recognised tho principle of in- 
violabillty as for instance in the 
Panay case where tho Japanese Gov- 
ernment had paid an indemnity to the 
United States. 

This Jopunese pronouncement is 
seen in its truce significance when if 
$s polnted out that It Is contrary to 
the often-repeated Japanese aossur- 
ances to respect foreign property, 
quite npart from the fact that actual- 
ly no state of war or belligerency hos 
been proclalmed. 

In reply to n further questlon re- 
garding the President Coolidge case, 
in which a shipment of silver was 
held up by Chinese customs on in- 
structions from the Nanking reform- 
ed Government, the Japanese spokes- 
man said that In accordance with the 
agreement, reached in Tolcyo in June 
last, there existed a complete .under- 
standing between Japon, Britain and 
the Reformed Government regarding 
the customs.

That he had confessed to the theft 
of $30 wos becenuse he hod been 
beaten by a Chinese detective and 
had been threatened with violence 
if he did not do so was part of the 
evidence of Leong Po, a 20-year-old 
ear cléaner, before Mr. Q. A. A. 
Macfadyen at the Kowloon Magis- 
tracy yesterday. 

Leong was alleged to have stolen 
$30 from his employer, Lui Lol, a 
motor ‘car driver, on October 5. At 
an, previous hearing, complainant 
stated that the moncy had been kept 
in n locked drawer of a cupboard in 
his home, 

Detective Sergeant J...M. Forrest 
prosecuted, while Mr, Hin-shing Lo 
was present for Leong. 

Leong Po, in evidence, sald that 
he hnd been employed by complaln- 
ant for about o year and was paid 
$1.70 per month. There had been 
no complaints ngainst him up to the 
time of the alleged theft. 

He had been instructed by Lul to 
go to his house and feed the canorles 
on October 5, and he had spent about 
10 minutes in the room. He did not 
take any moncy from the room. 

The next morning, while in Lul’s 
house, he was asked by o detective, 
Lo Yuecheung, if he had stolen the 
sum of $30 from his master’s room 
and he replicd that he did not. He 
was then taken to the police station, 
where, after further questioning and 
after being struck oa few times, he 
ugreed to confess to the theft of the 
money. 


A search was made at his sister's 
house later In the morming which 
rerulted in nothing being found, and 
while on the way back to the police 
atation, he was struck again by the 
detective after which he agreed to 
fo back and ask his sister for $30. 
This sum was brought to the detec- 
tive by his sister after 
minutes, and was then handed to 
witness to take baci: ta the station. 

Questioned by Mr, Lo, Leong said 
the reason why he confessed to the 
theft at the station after being 
cautioned by the “interpreter vas 
because he had already confessed 
under a threat of violence by the 
detective, and that he was afraid of 
being further assaulted. 

Hearing was then adjourned 
Friday, at 2.30 p.m,

JAPAN'S WAR AIMS 


An: American newspaper re- 
cently quoted a foreign wag in 
Tokyo who, on being asked by 
an anxious Japanese whether 
Japan's real intentions were 
properly understood abroad, 
replicd quite gravely: “I’m 
afraid they are.” However, not 
all the public utterances by 
Japanese leaders in the past 
have conduced to clarity, and it 
is unlikely that Japan’s promise 
to tell the world later this. weele 
just what she has in mind will 
be any more enlightening. 

To be sure, Japan has clearly 
Ict. it be understood that the 
primary requisite to, pence 
negotiations is the dropping of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 
The great leader of the Chinese 
peoples, who before the war 
welded them into a united nation 
and since August last year has 
led them against one of the 
most powerful military and 
aerial machines in the world, 
must go. Chiang Kai-shek, to 
whom alt the Japanese leaders 
now pay the compliment of un- 
compromising hatred, must he 
eliminated. Then those in- 
in the 
Kuomintang which are willing 
to admit defeat may discurs 
with the leaders of the existing 
proJapanese regimes, and other 
puppets which will be set up in 
Hankow and Canton, conditions

HE English Maginot 
Line stretches. from 


T London to a point in 


Scotland, and from Londo 
to Southampton.” ~~ - 

It is not composed of 
hundreds of miles of con- 
erete forts and pill-boxes, 
but of airfields and anti- 
aircraft gun emplacements. 
Within those lines are our 
best military objectives for 
the enemy to bomb. 

We have no fear of invasion. 
The only way to attack England 
is from the air. The Army, the 
Navy and the Royal Air Force 
have all co-operated and pooled 
their Knowledge in order to 
make our A.A, defences ag im- 
pregnablo as possible. 


FF you look at an ordin- 

ary aviation map of the 

British Isles you will notice that 
airfields have been grouped along 
these two lines. Fighter squa- 
drons will be stationed in these 
areas, for the fighter plane is 
still the chief weapon of defence 
ngainst raiding bombers. . In 
support of the fighter plane tnere 
ore A.A, guns and searchlights. 

‘The success of our defences 
will depend upon the successful 
co-ordination between these 
units. “Io accomplish this they 
will be put under the command 
of one man. That man will be 
an Air Force officer. The A.A. 
guns, although manned by the 

, wil be under the direc- 
tions in war time of the Air 
Force, : 

The success of. our weapons of 
defence against, air attack de- 
pends upon one esséntial service, 
an efficient system of intellig- 
ence. Early warning of the 
approach of enemy bombers 
must be obtained: 

If early warning is received it 
gives time for our fighter planes 
to intercept enemy bombers and 
engage them before they reach 
their objectives,. A squadron of 
fighter planes can be in the air 
within five minutes of receiving 
warning. 


PrAcToRY workers can 
be evacuated to air 
raid shelters within two minutes 
of a warning, that fs, of course, 
if air raid sheltera are placed 
near to factories likely to be 
bombed. Barcelona proved this. 
There are many systems in 
use for giving warning of the 
approach of enemy bombers. 
The first is with ordinary sound 
locators. These instruments will 
give warning when planes are 
approaching a town, They will 
give warnjng in time for local 
A.R.P, to be set in action and ta 
enable local “A.A. guns to clear 
for action. ae

the time the locator has heard

Camp Explained 


The welfare work done by the: Emergency Relief 


Committee at the, Kam Tin. 
by Rev. T. Ryan, 8.5., Camps Administrator, 


cast last night. He said: 


The Intereat whictt the people: of 
Hongkong have shown in the re- 
fugees who recently’ entered the 
Colony, and the readiness with which 
they have come forward to help them 
in every possible way, demand sin 
return that they be kept informed of 
the condition of the refugees and 
of the measures that have bcen taken 
to look after them. It is for that 
reason that I propose to tell you to- 
night something of the refugee camp 
at Kam Tin acrodrome. 


That camp fs, as you know, a Gov- 
ernment camp, provided out of pub- 
Me funds and placed under the con- 
trol of a Government official Dr. K. 
C, Yeo, The Government has en- 
trusted the direction of tho welfare 
work in the camp to the Emergency 
Rellef Committee, and ft is from the 
angle of this work that I shall mainly 
deal with it. 


The Kam Tin acrodrome is 30 
miles from Kowloon, 1 few miles be- 
yond Un Long, It Js a huge cx- 
panse of level ‘ground admirably 
sulted for the present emergency. 
As soon an it beeame evident that 
there wag going to be an influx of re- 
fugees, large substantial matsheds 
were erected, and in a very short 
time there was adequate accom- 
modation for all who came, The 
greatest number waa something close 
to 9,000. 


The direction of tho camp was 
under the Medical Service and ever, 
‘need was met most efficiently. K 
number of members of the St. John 
Ambulance Brigade were I[n_ atten- 
dance and have done yeoman service 
ina hundred ways ever since. Other 
voluntary workers presented theme 
selves in the carly hours when there 
was so much to be. done, the most 
notable of these being a group of 
schoolboys from the Chung. Hua Mid- 
dle School, under thelr headmaster, 
who worked untiringly for over a 
week, Their place has since’ been 
taken by boy scouts. The taslc of 
the Emergency Relicf Council . was 
to organise a regular welfare service 
in the camp, and for this purpose a 
‘permanent supervisor was appoint- 
ed to live in the camp, and as' hls 
assistants he was given the service 
of several voluntary workers, most 

of them supplicd by tho ¥.W.C.A, 


Dazed on Arrival 


When the refugees arrived at the 
camp they were dazed and terrified. 
Most of them had fled when . bombs 
began to drop on their villages, as the 
heralds of oncoming troops, and they 
were unable to give any coherent 
nccount of what hand happened in 
the previous days. Many were al- 
most distraught, for they had got 
separated from their friends und 
relatives and did not know what had 
become of their homes or their loved 
ones, The most that could be offer- 
ed them was the shelter of the camp, 
and there they ‘grew more calm. 
From day to day there was a visible 
change, they became more settled and 

~ ensily felt in with the regular Hfe of 
the camp, though all the time they 
Jooked forward to returning ag soon 
as possible and gathering the rice 
harvest which was just ready for cut- 
ting, Most of them brought very 
few belongings with them, only the 
few things that they could hastily 
snatch up, and among .the things 
that they brought were many ducks 
and hens. A few days later when 
one of the refugees received some 
kindness from one of the lady help- 
ers she turned up at the welfare 
workers’ hut a few minutes loter 
with a hen which she deposited on 
the floor as a thank offering. It fs 
still the mascot of the hut. 


Generous Gifts 


The shortage of clothing, especially 
In. the first nights which were very 
chilly, was the greatest hardship 
atter their arrival, and that ts why 
we asked for blankets and clothes. 
These came in abundance, and since 
then no one suffers from cold. Other 
things that we asked for, such as 
milk, came In generous quantities 
also, ind many people showed won- 
derful thoughtfulness and ingenuity 
in thelr glf{ts. I do not like to single 
out any particular donors where’ 
there Were so many, ‘but T hope that 
the names of all the individuals and 
organtsations that contributed to the 
comfort of the refugees will appear 
in the Usts that are being published 
regularly in the papers. The | gen- 
erosity of the sympathisers with the 
refugees reaily overwhelmed — us. 
One group sent several hundred 
bundles of towels, another brought 
excellent mats.to sleep on, 
offered to supply the meals to-all the 
workers in the camp, another brought 
a supply of bean curd, and so on, 
There was o kindiiness ‘and sym- 
pathy running through - all these 


"efforts to help that made the gifts 
of for more value than mere intrinsic 
worth,

A ,great.. many. needed 
personal care, 1, aredt. many ‘uecded 
reassurance that they. were Nok Bo-~ 
ing fo be arrested or Interned, and 
A great many needed medical osslst- 
ance, All needed “direction as to 
whero: they: sbould-.take-up thelr

uarters and where they should store 
thelr goods, and all necded Instruc- 
tlon og to the hours.of meals and the 
gencral urrangements of the camp. 
All-these detalls, small'in themselves, 
when added to the regular dutics of 
the camp, occupied fully. the time of 
the welfare workers, and, that Is why 
St was found. necessary to ask visi> 
tors to refrain from going to the 
camp. If visitors go they naturally 
want to ask questions and 
explonations, and there was really 
no Ume for that—the refugees necd~ 
ed all the time and attention, and 
most of the voluntary workers dld 
doukle an _elaht hours’ day. 

Too Much Bread 


It scemed to some people iittle 
short of criminal that food, such as 
bread, should have been declined at 
the camp, That had to be done in 
n few cases,. beeause the supply 
already in stock was more thon 
could be used. We tried to give the 
fullest publicity to the fact that no 
perishable food was ‘required, and 
when we had o surplus we turned 
{t over to other centres of food dis- 
tribution in the city. 


1 think I can honestly say that on 
the part of all concerned with the 
camp nothing but the interest of the 
distressed people was considered, and 
no snerifice on their part was thought 
{oo great, That this was apprectat- 
cd by the refugecs themselves was 
indicated by the fact that from among 
them volunteers came forward to 
offer their cervices even before they 
were asked. It Is our hope ultim- 
ately to have most of the Work in 
the camp done by the refugees them- 
selves, and we have much more hope 
of succeeding In this aim when the 
initlative hns been taken: by them, 


A few people have spoken sarcas- 
tleally of this work for the refugees 
and of those engaged in it, saying 
that there were needy people also In 
the Colony and that It was strange 
that nothing of this kind was ever 
done for them. Without entering 
Into any comparison of the respec 


“tive urgency of cach form of dis- 


tress, Ict me point out that,- even 
from the point of view of the poor 
of Hongkong, this care of the re- 
fugees was preventive work of the 
Highest value, If several thousand 
additional needy people had been 
nilowed to look after themselves as 
best as they could, it 1s not only they 
but also our own poor who would 
have suffered. 


Poor Will Benefit 


In the end, tao, I think that our 
local poor will benefit by this worl: 
for the refugees, How long the 
refugee problem will last, no one can 
tell, bul it is not yet over. It wilt 
certainly continue. for many months 
and Il om sure that the same. gen- 
eroslty which you have shown up to 
this will continue as long as_ the 
claims of suffering humanity demand 
It. 


I should like you to realise that 
the appeals which we are making 
for the refugees are not merely for 
those In Kam Tin camp, but for all 
those who will be given refuge In 
the camps which the Government 1s 
preparing. The welfare work in all 
these cnmps is being entrusted to the 
Emergency Refugee Council, and we 
shall want everything that you can 
give to make the lives of these des- 
titute people happier and more 
usefully spent while they are with 
us. : 


I feel sure too that the sympathy 
which you have shown to the poor 
refugees who came amongst us will 
not be denied to'the poor who be- 
long to us.. I believe that from this 
generous effort of charity there wilh 
come a permanent effort which will 
henceforth make easier the lot of the 
poor in our midst. AH, I think, {eel 
thnt the socin) services of the Colony 
are not proportionate ejther_ to our 
wealth or our poverty. It Is the 
value of volunteer social services 
that they pave the way for public 
services, and I believe that this 
sptendid effort of socin] service creat~ 
ed by the help, and with the fullest 
support, of the people of Hongkong 
will lead ultimately to greater care 
of the poor and the distressed In the 
Colony. 

Lastly, I think that this opportunity 
of helping our brothers from across 
the frontier will unite Hongkong and 
Chinn in bonds of sympathy closer 
thun ever existed before. Suffering 
breaks down many barriers, and con- 
tact In suffering is the source of- 
many {rlendships. We have been 
united [In sympathy during the past 
week as perhaps never before. I do 
not think that the bond which this 
sympathy: has forged will easily be 
broken, : :

Berlin, Oct. 26, 

* Disclosures respecting the forces 
mobilised by Germany during the 
recent crisis were made in a broad- 
ast by Major von Wedel, of the Press 
Department of the. War Ministry to- 
day. : 

The broadcasting revealed that ten 
army Corps, comprising about 30 
divisions, of which half were 
motorised or armoured visions, and 
about 500 planes, were held in readi~ 
ness for the “lberation of Sudeten- 
land." ve 

“Major von Wedel declared that this 
force, which marched jn five army 
groups, was backed by a force of no 
less strength in caso Czecho-Slovakia 
offered resistance to peaceful occupa- 
tion. 

Hundreds of aircraft batteries, with 
thousands of guns of all calibre were 
statloned uround the Czech border. 

Czech or Soviet bombers, said 
Major von Wedel, would hardly have 
succeeded In’ getting into Germany 
from Czecho-Slovakia.

Arriving in (ae out- 
stirts there around nudnight the 
next day, they encountered a unit of 
Japanese vanguards, who machine- 
gunned them, The truck going first 
was hif and sct on fire and the driver 
was instantly killed.

Efficient umpiring will do much to raise the whole standard 
of hockey in Hongkong by training players to observe the rules 
of the game. Efficiency. docs not, hqgwever, depend on penalising 
overy breach. Tho umpire must keep two paramount considera- 


tions in mind, namely: 


(ft) He must obtain and retaln 
complete contro] of the game; 

(2) He must never allow an ad- 
vantage to be’ gained by a breach of 
the rules, but the whistle should vc 
used as sparingly os possible. 

It is necessary to make the fullest 
possible uso of the “advantage” Rule 
(9 “d"'), In certain. elrcumstancea, 
the: decision must be delayed Jong 
enough to sive this rule time to 
operate. But a decision, when 
made, should be given definitely and 
loudly, Once the “advantage” Rule 
.haa been put into operation, the 
original breach must be considered 
as not having occurred. 

As soon os the players realise that 
they have an umpire who means to 
enforce the Rules it will be gencral- 
ly found that rough play Will cease, 
Once Ict a game get out of hand, It 
wlll bo difficult to put st ‘together 
again, 


CORRECT POSITIONING 


It js most important for an 
umpire to be in the correct. position 
to see uny breaches of the rules and 
in particular to determine accurate- 
ly whether a player ls .on-side or 
off-side.- When an attacie is devclop- 
ing, the best position js probably 
closo to the touch-line with the 
third defender. When the ball is

When, no advantage results to tho 
offender, it is, unnecessary for an 
umpire to penalise such minor 
breaches of the rules os slight hand- 
ball, accidental rebound or knock-on.

In view of the positive statements 
in Clouse E, the contentions of Tha 
Pilgrim” must therefore be refuted, 
In regard to throwing the - ball 
straight down to the ground, the act 
of throwing in any manner or direc- 
tion Js expressly forbidden. Regard 
ing patting, surely to pat the ball 
would be to propel the. ball, and 
this act 1s also expressly forbidden.

William Pearce. 


A membered in thts Colony {s that 

of the Rev, Thomas William Pearce, 
LL. D., 0.%.1., eminent missionary, 
scholar, and gentleman of wide 
culture. In fact, fow men have 
been more gifted with all the re- 
quisites which lend to a successful 
-career in the Far Enst; for in addl- 
tion to boing a profound atudent, he 
was. endowed with a buoyant per- 
sonality, which together with his 
nover-failing sense of humour and 
his hearty laugh, endeared him to all 
who knew him. His worle in behalf 
of Christ and His.Church contributed 
greatly in furthering the cause of 
mutual understanding between China 
and the West, and won him the 
heart-felt esteem of vast numbers of 
people. 


RELIGIOUS ATMOSPHERE 


The Rev, Thomas Willlam Pearce 
was born at Lemsford, Herts, Eng- 
tand, on December 26, 1854. His 
father ond mother were devout 
members of the Congregational 
Church, and he was carefully 
brought up in a religious atmos- 
phere. As in other Enallsh homes 
of that day, the Church formed per- 
haps a closcr bond wilh the family 
circle than It docs nowadays, and 
young Pearce was carly encouraged 
to devote his life to the service of 
the missfonary cause. Perhaps the 
oftequoted verse: ‘Go ye Into all the 
world and preacly the gospel to every 
creature” was instrumental in de- 
termining ‘his decision as It has been 
in the case of hundreds of other un- 
selfish souls who hnve gone to the 
ends of the carth in order to tarry 
the tenchings of Him who died on 
the Cross, The remoteness, too, of 
fur-nway. lands, especially China 
fascinated ‘him, and ‘the tales of the 
herole work of those’ great pioneers 
of the London Missionary Soclety— 
Robert Morrison and Dr. Hobson— 
fired the youth to emulate their 
splendid zeal. 

Even while in grammar school at 
Enfield, he was distinguished among 
his fellows by his serious determina- 

- tlon to follow in the footsteps of the 
great leaders of the Church Militant, 
and shortly after finishing _ his 
elementary studies, he entered New 
College, London for the purpose of 
studying theology with the intenffon 
of sailing to the Far East In order 
to commence his carcer ay a mission 
ary. Ho was‘ordained o minister of 
the gospel on September 7, 1879, and 
less than a fortnight later embarked 
for ‘South. Chinn os a representative 
of the London Missionary Soclety at 
Canton. The Canton’ mission had 
been established for seventy-two 
years, and during this time some 
eleven miaslonaries. had been in 
charge. Growth, of course, was 
very slow, as it was not casy to In- 
troduce a foreipn religion among 
people so conservative ag the Chinese 
of that day. The total number of 
native converts amounted to 183, 
and, while the majority of these were 
members of the two organised chur- 
ches {n Canton, many attended the 
five chapels scattered throughout the 
district. 


PIONEER WORK... . 


The task of a resident missionary 
was by no means a alnecure o4 some 
cmay imagine; for besides acting as 
sort of general overseer for the mis~- 
sionary work in the elty, he was ex- 
pected to proceed’ regularly to the 
four out-stations in the country dis- 
tricts sround Canton and engage in 
evangelical work. In addition to 
this dally round, which meunt mect- 
ings, conferences and trips over 
ntrocious roads In all sorts of weather, 
with the Sabbath spent in a round of 
services, the missionary recrult was 
expected to spend some hours daily 
six days a week: in language study. 
Of course, nowadsys, the grind is 
_ not so excessive; but in the last cen- 
tury, pioneering activities were the 
order of the day; for the Christlan 
-miasions were ‘then by ‘no means so 
trmly ‘established as now, The. 
successful missionary had to be a 
veritable giant in intellect, and a 


Samson in physique, if he were to 


withstand the straln. 

Dr, Pearce, however, was a mah 
who was thoroughly fitted not only 
by his excellent health, but also by 
his tempernment to be an ideol mis- 
sionary. Upon his arrival at Canton 
In Navember 1879, he undertook 
work which would have compelled 
many to return Home within a year 
with a complete nervous breakdown. 
He seemed to become acclimatised 
more or less completely in on ex- 
ceedingly short period, ‘and ‘plunged 
immediately Into the usual language 
studies of the missionary recruit. 
So ably, howaver, did- he accredit 
himself with the difMcultics of mas- 
terlng Cantonese thnt upon the com- 
pletion of ‘his two year’s course, he 
was placed in charge of the evange- 
lstic work in the country ‘districts: 
around Canton.

evitable that a man of hls indefatl- 
gable zeal should make exceptional 
progress in Wis efforts to master the 
Chinese language. In fact, few for- 
Giqners have been more succesaful in 
attempting to reach the very kernel 
of Cantonese than did Dr. Pearce. 

He was especially interested in the 
jariton or secret slang of the spoken 
inniunge, composed of those expres- 
sions which from thelr idiomatic 
structure resent almost ~unsur- 
mountable difficulties to the tyro, by 
reason of the fact that thelr meaning 
und application do not lic on the sure 
face, Dr, Pearce, was In fact a 
pioneer in this hitherto unknowh 
field of sinological lore, and his in- 
yentigations in collaboration with 
another earnest student of the Ton- 
guoge, Sir J. H, Stewart Lockhart, 
form the basis of a further study, on 
lines of those now  belng published 
in the South China Moming Post un- 
der the general title of “Chinese 
Wisccracks.” 

Although a profound student and 
tireless worker, Dr. Pearce was so 
n keen athlete, and was extremely 
fond of cricket and tennis, ond in his 
lelnure he was almost as much of an 
enthusiast In these lincs as he was 
in studies at his desk, He was, 
morcover, an excellent raconteur of 
witly stories, und no mon was cver 
readler to join in a hearty Inugh at 
some well told anecdote. It was 
perhops this ability to see_ life in a 
humorous vein which made his

career in China such a tremendous 
success; for his exuberance. of spirits 
enabled hirn to fit in with case in an 
environment which has singularly 
enough proved unfortunate to many 
vn ardent misslonary aspirant, who 
after a brief sojourn in the semi- 
tropleal climate of South China, has 
been compelled to return Home in 
broken health, :

Dr, Pearce, however, continued In 
his Inbours at Canton for , eleven 
yenra and there “Inid the foundation 
of Chinese scholarship which later 
won him such marked recognition". 
He was, furthermore, during the 
greater part of this.time, the sole re- 
presentative of the London Misslon- 
ary Soclety in that section of the 
Province, He was fortunate too, in 
having for o helpmate, a wife who 
was also a missionary, and who ably 
shared in his manifold tasks. This 
gifted lady whom he married on May 
24, 1882, nt the Union Church of 
Hongkong was Miss Mary Harrison 
Gittins, She diced here In 1909. She 
was survived by two children, Mr. 

. E. Pearce, the well-known busi- 
nesseman and cricketer of this 
Colony, and Mrs. Griffin of Exmouth, 
Englaad., - 

In 1891, he went Home on a well- 
enrned furlough, and, during his 


absence, the Rev, H. R. Wells wag in 
temporary charge of the worls at 
Canton and its vicinity. Upon Dr. 
Penrce’s return to the Far East in 
1893,, ho was transferred to Hong- 
kong, and for nearly Jd? years—in 
fact until his final retirement in 1040 
—he was intimately associated with 
the cause‘of Christion service in this 
Colony. Those who knew him need 
not be reminded of the great work 
ne rendered to the community and 
his ceaseless efforts to bring enligh- 
tenment to the masses of the Chinese 
people. In 1900, Dr. Pearce went to 
New York In order to attend the 
Ecumentcol Conference, nnd ag. ree 
sult of his excellent worl there, he 
waa appointed to be a member of u 
committee of missionary scholars 
vharged wih’ the important task of 
preparing a revised verslon of the 
Wen-li edition of the Chinese trans~ 
Intion of the Bible. This arduous 
tas upon its completion helped the 
Chinese people to a better under- 
standing of the doctrines of Chris- 
tianlty. 


In addition to his pastornt work at 
the various Chinese churches in the 


: 


Colony, and his efforta at training |’ 


Chinese lods for the ministry, Dy. 
Pearce also served for more than 
thirty years ng Chaplain to the Chi- 
nese prisoners In the Victorian Gaol, 

Like his eminent predecessor, Dr. 
James Legge, he was primarily in- 
terested in tearing down the barriers 
which had for generations precluded 
mutual understanding between 
Oriental and Occidental peoples. To 
this end, he became Director of 
Chinese Studies In the Chamber of 
Commerco Language School which 
from 1016 onwards has been 4 cone 
tributory factor in furthering toler~ 
ance and closer relationship umong 
the complex racial. communities of 
this Colony. He was likewise on ao 
number of occasions Director of 
Educatlon, and he along with Dr. 
Ts'o and Mr. Ralphs, have the dis- 


tinction of being the original meme j.~ 


bers of the Board of Education when |’

ONE IDEAL 


The magnonimity of Dr, Pearce Is 
amply illustrated by the fact that 
from 1920, he ceased to receive his 
salary from the mission, in order: that 
the money might be employed in 
securing an additional missionary 
for the ficld. In fact, his whole life 


was devoted to one Ideal and that]. 


was service for his fellow-man. 
For yenrs he was on the Court of 
the University und was a member of 
the Board .of Examiners, He: also 
assisted in the Chinese language and 
literature department of the Univer- 
sity's work. In sppreclation of his 
self-sacrificing services in Its behalf, 
the University of Hongkong In Janu- 
ury 1917 bestowed upon the degree 
of LL. D. From May 1918 until his 
retirement Dr. Pearce undertook the 
wardenship of the Morrison Hall 
Hostel for . University students. 
Many are the post students of the 
University who remember with gra- 
titude hls devoted service to their in- 
dividual welfare; for Dr, Pearce was 
pre-eminently a bullder of charac- 
ter, 


As a token of his meritorious ser- 


~vilees ‘tothe Colony and people of 


Hongkong Dr. Pearce was the re- 
cipient of the O. B. E. in 10923. 
Seven years later, he left for Home 
on a well-earned retirement, al- 
though he still corresponded, with the 
Chinese churches in the Colony and 
continued as ardently os ever his 
studies in Chinese literature, 

The news of his passing at his 
home at Exmouth, Devonshire, -on 
the ninth of this month at the ad- 
vanced age of 84 years was reccived 
with particular regret; for his perlod 
of service In the Colony touched the 
life of the community at every point. 
“From the Cricket Paviiion to the 
Council Chamber, he ‘twas known, 
and wherever he was known he was 
respected nnd beloved.” Indeed, of 
Dr. Pearce it can well be said, he 
was always the servant of the com- 
munity, and one who constantly had 
the welfare of his f{cllow-men as the 
first object of his Ilfe.

The Commander-jn-Chief of the 
Japunese troops in South China has 
pold such thoughtful care to the 
matter, that foreign properties In the 
cecupicd areas are under perfect 
Japunese protection, and in some 
quurters, sentinels are posted in front 
of them. 


NO COMPLAINTS 


“Itis a plensure for me to state thut, 
since the Jupanese forces landed on 
South China coast on October 12, the 
Jupanese authoritics have never re- 
celved ony complalnt§ from any 
forelgn country concerning the pro- 
perties of thelr natlonals, On the 
other hand, I am also very gind to 


mention that, during all the military 
operations of the Japanese forves in 
South China, not o single case has 
happened In ‘which any third Power, 
including Great Britain has indicated 
any algn of tnterference with our 
military operation.

But, they are 
strictly conflried to such publle build 
ings ox Government offices, schools 
and others which belonged to Chiang 
Kal-shek’s regime. On the contrary, 
I cannot but feet indlgnant that many 
Chinese private houses have been re- 
duced to ashes by the hands of their 
compatriots.

“J¢ may be that peace can only 
come through sacrifices no less strong 
than those whereby. a nation {s 
inspired in wer (time. We are 
living In one of the great periods of 
human history. A restless, sinister 
‘spirit surely roams the world 10- 
day, scemingly forbidding man to 
tread the path of progress. 

“A heavy responsibility rests on 
countries like yours and mine to 
guide our fellowmen towards pence 
und understanding.”—Reuter.

Last night there was large-scale 
looting at the Sinccro department 
stores, but forelgn anti-footing 
squads and Japancee soldiers clcar- 
ed out the looters, later maintain- 
ing a watch on tho premises. 
Most of the city Js still deserted, 

und there are no signs of a return of 
the population, all of whom will find 
their homes and business a muss of 
cinders If the present incendlarism 
continues unchecked, 

The conduct of the Japanese 
soldiers continues to be excellent. 
They are working side by side with 
the foreigners with the common ob- 
Ject of stamping out looting and in- 
cendiarism, and in this connection 
many Jopanese officers, formerly 
bussinessmen jn Canton, enjoy very 
cordial relntions with Shameen re- 
sidents. :

JAPAN’S WAR AIMS 


An American newspaper re- 


cently quoted a forcign wag in 


Tokyo who, on being asked by 
an anxious Japanese whether 
Japan’s real intentions were 
properly understood abroad, 
replied quite gravely: “I'm 
afraid they are.” However, not 
all the public utterances by 
Japanese leaders in. the past 
have conduccd te clarity, and it 
is unlikely that Japan’s promise 
to tell the world later this week 
just what she has in mind will 
be any more enlightening. 

To be sure, Japan has clearly 
let it be understood that the 
primary requisite to peace 
negotiations ig the dropping of 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 
The great leader of the Chinese 
peoples, who before the war 
welded them into a united nation 
and: since August Jast year las 
led them against one of the 
most powerful military and 
aerial machines in the world, 
must go. Chiang Kai-shek, to 
whom all the Japancse leaders 
now pay the compliment of im- 
compromising hatred, must he 
eliminated.

Only, we are con- 
vineed, if a certain section of 
the Chinese people of whom we 
have become increasingly cog- 
nisant eince the fall of Canton 
ean have their way. 

There is no gainsaying the 
fact that in China to-day is a 


smal] minority which would like 
to see an increase in the 
Japophile element at the na- 
tion’s helm. The mero fact that 
Japan’s major demand, ‘before 
peace cat be discussed; is for the 
removal of one man should con- 
vince these-. people. -that-‘*that 
man fg the very one who should 
not bo removed, if China is to 
preservo her territorial integrity 
and economical independence in 
the future, : 


Within those lines are our 
best military objectives for 
the enemy to bomb.

FEF you look at an ordin- 

ary aviation map of the 

British Isles you will notice that 
airfields have been grouped along 
these two lines. Fighter squa- 
drons will be stationed in these 
areas, for the fighter plane is 
still the chief weapon of defence 
against raiding bombers. In 
support of the fighter plane thero 
are A.A. guns and searchlights. 

The success of our defences 
will depend upon the successful 
co-ordination between these 
units. To accomplish this they 
will be put under the commanu 
of one man. That man will bo 
an Air Force officer. Tho A.A. 
guns, although manned by the 
Army, wil be under the diree- 
tions in war time of the’ Air 
Force, : 

The success of our weapons of 
defence against air attack de- 
pends upon one esséntial service, 
an efficient system of intellig- 
ence,” Early warning of the 
approach of enemy bombers 
must be obtained. . 

If early warning is received it 
gives time for our fighter planes 
to intercept enemy bombers and 
engage them before they reach 
their objectives. A squadron of 
fighter planes can be in the air 
within five minutes of receiving 
warning. ; 


- . FRACTORY. workers. can 
be evacuated to air 
raid shelters within two minutes 
of a warning, that is, of course, 
if air raid shelters are placed 
near to factories likely to be 
bombed.. Barcelona proved this. 
There are many systems in 
use for giving warning of the 
approach of enemy bombers. 
The first is with ordinary sound 
locators. These instruments will 
give warning when planes are 
approaching a town. They will 
give warning in time for local 
A.R.P, to be sot in action and to 
enable local A.A. guns to clear 
for action. 
But, of course, this system is 


no use for advising fighter squa- 
drons of raiding planes, for by | 


by

length the planes use. All 
enemy planes will have to ask 
their bases by radio for radio 
navigational directions if thoy 
wish to navigate and bomb with 
accuracy. ; 

All these sources of receiving 
information will also have to be 
co-ordinated and checked. Much 
false information, of course, will 
be received, and will have to be 
rapidly sorted out, especially 


when enemy bombers are wing- * 


ing their way to England at the 
rate of five miles per minute. 

The reception of information 
and the isguing of orders to our 
organisations of defence are so 
dependent upon cach other. that 
I believe that the whole of our 
A.A. defence will be directed 
from one large room. I am Ied 
to conclude that it. will not be 
possible to divide the command 
into sections, for the whole 
country is liable to attack. In 
addition, planes are mobile ob- 
jects, and can be moved from 
one end of England to another, 
depending, of course, upon 
where attack is severest. ~ 

T do not know if such a room 
exists or is contemplated, but it 
is plain to me that the control 
room, if one does exist for the 
Maginot Line, will be many feet 
underground. 


| 


VISITOR to this room 

would sce a larga map 
of the British Isles and tho 
North Sea’ as far as the Con- 
tinent. Around the map would 
bo.the chair of the officer in 
charge of the “Fighter Com- 
mand.” Should war be declared 
to-morrow this would be Air 
Chief Marshal Sir Hugh Dow- 
ding. ' 

On clither side he would be 
flanked by his chiefs to staff, one 
representing the R.A.F., one 
dealing with A.A. guns, one for 
searchlights, and one for in- 
formation as to enemy move- 
ments. : 

This is what I think would 
happen if an enemy air raid took 
place, . 

As information as to the posi- 
tion of enemy planes come in, 
little flags are placed upon the 
map. The Chief of the Fighter 
Command then starts to draw 
up his plan of defence. He 
sends out messages to A.A. units 
to prepare to receive the enemy, 
who are approaching. from cer- 
tain directions. Orders are then 
sent out to the bases of. fighter 
squadrons to tell them to take 
the air and to prepare to in- 
tercept the enemy at a given 
place. Flags are: then placed 


upon the map to show where our 
forces aro Iocated. : 


IpHEN suddenly perhaps 
‘* the Observer Corps 
sends in the news that the 


enemy havo changed course and~ ~-- 


are heading for another locality. 

A new plan then has to be 
made and the old plan undone. 
New messages are sent out to 
A.A. guns, cancelling the pre- 
‘vious orders and advising them 
of the new lino of attack. 


The fighter squadrons, by 
now in the alr, have to be 
diverted to the new danger area. 
Well, that’s easily: done, for 
around the walls of the control 
room are radio transmitters 
for communicating with féhter 
planes in the air. So a simple 
radio messnge is sent telling 
them to olter their course. 


And so the defence goes on. 
Directed by one man sitting in 
an office, surrounded with ap- 
paratus for communication. To 
the officer commanding there 
will be little thrill of war. He 
will just be competing with 
ever-changing intelligence. , 

But the dispositions which 
the officer commanding our A.A. 
defences will make will be of 
the utmost importance. Upon 
this man and upon the accuracy 
with which he can intercept the 
news will depend the safety of 
hundreds of thousands of civi- 
Hans. The man in the control 
room may casily become the 
Iron Duke of the future. :

N several motoring holidays in 
England I have derived great 
pleasure from seeking out the gardens 
of some of our famous writers, and 
have enjoyed the privilege of wan- 
dering up and down thelr paths. 

Rupert Brooke's garden at Grant- 
chester was one of them.

Rupert Brooke lodged at the Old 
Vienrage, which {is smothered in 
greenery and creamy roses.

Abbey belfrey 
in commemoration of the centenary 
of the birth of Andrew Carnegic, 

Mrs. Carnegie, who inaugurated 
the memorial chimes, ‘was sccom-! 
ponied ut . the ceremony by her 
daughter, Mrs. Roswell Miller; her 
Mrs, J. Gordon 
Thomson, and her husband; and her 
two younger granddaughters, Among 
those present were clergymen repre- 
senting, all, denominations in the clty; 
members of the Town Council and 
Carnegie Dunfermline Trust; the 
Enrl of Elgin, who {is chairman_ of 
the Carnegie United Kingdom Trust. 
ond the Countess of Elgin. 


. An impressive’ service of dedica- 
tlon was conducted by the Rev, 
Robert Dollar, minister of.the Abbey, 
assisted by the Rev. T, /Eron Lewis, 
Canmore Congregational Church, 
Dunfermline. 

Provost James Hoggan, accepting 
custody of the bells on behalf of the 
community, said that while Royalty 
had made its mark upon the pages 
of the town’s history, it had fallen 
to the Jot of Andrew Carnegie, the 
son of 1 weaver, born in Dunferm- 
Hine 100 years ago, to make a most 
unlque mark upon its history, and 
to exercise o beneficial and uplifting 
Influence upon the everyday lives of 
each and every one of its citizens, 
young and old. : 


£125,000,000 IN BENEFACTIONS 


Andrew Carnegie was destlned to 
become the author of public bene- 
factions of the valuc of £ 125,000,000, 
His generosity was for the whole 
world; the affections of his great 
heart were for all mankind, but, al- 
though he became great enough to 
‘be able to regard the world as his 
fleld and the peoples of tho carth 
ns his brethren, the warmest corner 
of his heart was reserved for the 
city of his birth. : 

Mr. Carnegie was’: specially 
anxious, the Provost continued, that 
Dunfermline should possess some- 
thing beyond the standards of other 
citles, and that its citizens should 
enjoy, to use his own words, “some 
charm, some happinesa, some elevat- 
Ing conditions of life which residenca 
elsewhere would have denied.” And 
with that desire he bestowed his 
bencfactions upon Dunfermline in full 
end overflowing measure; The pco- 
ple of Dunfermline were, and always 
had been, profoundly and sincercly 
grateful for oli that Andrew Car- 
negic had done for them.

After a hazardous journey, 
seven members of the Hongkong 
Chinese Firat Aid Corps have

Alt members jumped down from 
their cars and scattered in various 
directions, Several of them were 
narrowly missed by bullets whistling

They found thelr other 
comrades had gone. i 


WALKED TO CANTON 


After ‘climbing inborlously over a 
hill in the dark, these seven members 
reached the Tsengshing-Canton high- 
way at dawn. They walked to 
Canton, dodging Japanese planes on 
the way. 

Arriving In Canton in. the after- 
noon of October 21, they found Can- 
ton practically deserted by civillans. 
No sooner had they crossed the Pearl 
River Bridge to the Honam side than 
they heard o Joud explosion dynamit- 
Ing the bridge. , 7 

From Honam they took a‘ boat to 
Shekwaltong. On ‘their way . they 
heard Intermittent explosions . in 
Canton ‘elty. From Shekwaltong 
theysproceeded to Fatshan and thence 
to Shekkl, and Macao. They came to 
Hongkong from Macao by. boat.

I would like, however, to eriticlse 
the interpretations a3 propounded 
by “The. Pilgrim,” but, before doing

fondent that the criticism is not 
being made in any carping spirit, 
put rather Js motivated from 4 
genuine desire to sco umpires and 
players Interpret. and play to the 
rules correctly, 1 feel sure that 
“The Pilgrim” wrote his article in 
the same spirit. 

My critlelsm applics to the inter- 
pretation of the new Clause D of 
Rule 10. Under the caption “Catch- 
ing Boll,” “The Pilgrim" states, 
inter alla, “The modern system of 80 
many players entching the ball in the 
oir and patting or throwing it 
straight down to the ground js now 
recognised’, Surely notl 

The new Clousa D merely states, 
(ay “The Pitzrim’ points out), that, 
“if the ball be cought, it shall be 
released into play {mmedlatoly.” It 
docs not state tho manner in which 
the ball should be released, nor docs 
it lay down any restrictions. Tho 
renson for this {s because Clause © 
of the same rule states, “The ball 
should not be picked up, nor kicked, 
thrown, carried, or propelled, in any 
manner or direction, except with tho 
stich.” 

In view of the positive statements 
{n Clause E, the contentions of “Tho 
Pilgrim” must therefore bo, refuted, 
In regard to throwing tho ball 
straight down to the ground, tho act 
of throwing in any manner or direc- 
tion fs expressly forbidden, Regard 
ing patting, surely to pat the ball 
would be to propel the ball, and 
thls act is also expressly forbidden.

A DRAMATIC APPEAL 


FOR PEACE 


Remarkable Broadcast To 
The United States 


Washington, Oct. 26. 


President F. D. Roosevelt in a broadcast to-day reaffirmed the 
United States’ desire for peace, and called on the Powers to disarm, 
otherwise the United States would have no alternative but to in- 
crease her military and naval forces. ‘ 


He rejected the idea of force as a 
permanent and necessary ideal, ob- 
serving: “We cannot organise 
civilisation around the core of mili- 
turism and at the same time expect 
reason to control human destinies.” 


He emphasised that the United 
States must be prepared to meet 
“with success” any application of 
force. Referring to.the assurances 
given by word, President Roosevelt: 
said: “We need proof which can be 
given as an example, by actual dis- 
cussion between the leading nations 
and by actual disarmament... Not 
otherwise can we be relieved of the 
necessity of increasing our own mili- 
tary and naval establishments. Let 
us work with greater unity for peace 
among the nations of the world, for 
restraint, for negotiatlon, for com- 
munity efforts, Let us work for the 
same ideals without our own borders 
In relations with cach other, so that 
we may, if the test comes, have unity 
and will, with which, along 
with others, democracy may meet her 
enemies,” 


President Roosevelt, without re- 
ferring to any nation directly, bricfly 
touched on the Czech crists and sald. 
“None who lived in the grave hours 
of last month can doubt the long of 
most peoples for enduring peace.”

Colony. Those who knew hin need 
not: be reminded of the grent work:

tenment to tho masses’é6fthe Chincse 
people. In 1900, Dr. Pearce went to 
New York in order to’ attend the 
Ecumenical Conference, and ‘as a re- 
sult of his excellent work ‘there, he 
was appointed to be a member of o 
commiltee of missionary’: scholars 
charged with the important task of 
preparing a revised version of the 
Wen-li edition of the Chincse trans- 
lation of the Bible. This arduous 
task upon its complctlon helped the 
Chinese people to a better tnder- 
standing of the doctrines of Chria- 
tianity. 


In ndditlon to his pastoral worl: at 
the varlous Chinese churches In the 
Colony, and his efforts at training 
Chinese ‘lads for the ministry, Dr. 
Pearce also served for more thon 
thlety years as Chaplain to the Chi- 
nese prisoners in the Victoria Grol, 

Like bis eminent predecessor, Dr. 
James Legge, he was primarily In- 
terested in tenring down the bart.crs 
which had for generations precluded 
mutunl understanding between 
Oriental and Occidental peoples. To 
thls end, he became Director of 
Chinese Studies in the Chamber of 
Commerce Langunge Schoo} which 
from 1916 onwards has been a con- 
tributory fnctor in furthering toler- 
unce ‘and closer relationship & \ong 
the complex racial) communiti + of 
thls. Colony. He was Hitewise on a 
number of occasions Director of 
Education, and he ntong with Dr. 
Ts'o ond ‘Mr. Ralphs, have the dis- 
tinctlon of being the original mem- 
bers of the Board of Education when 
it was formed in 1920. 


ONE IDEAL 


The magnanimity of Dr. Pearce ts 
amply illustrated by the fact that 
from 1920, he ceased to receive his 
salary from the mission, in order that 
the money might be employed in 
securing on additional missionary 
for the field. “In fact, his whole life 
was devoted to one {ideal and that 
was. service for his {ellow-man, 
For yenrs he wns on the Court of 
the University and was a member of 
the Board of- Examiners. He also 
ussisted In the Chinese language and 
literature department of the Univer- 
sity’s work, In appreciation of his 
self-sacrificing services In its behalf, 
the University of Hongkong in Janu- 
ary 1917 bestowed upon the degree 


of LL. D. From May 1918 until his 


retirement Dr. Pearce dertook the 
wardenship .of the Nvorrison Hall 
Hostel for  Unlversity students. 
Many are the post students of the 
University who remember with gra- 
titude his devoted service to their in- 
dividual welfare; for Dr. Pearce was 
pre-eminently a builder of charnc-
